London, Jan, 19.—The elections yes-| tical oracles maintain that this would 


terday resulted in the return of the 
followinng: Unionists, 21; Liberals 10, 
Laborites 3; Nationalists, 1. Union- 
ist gains 12; Liberal gain, 1... The 
standing of the parties at the con- 
clusion of yesterday's polling was as 
follows: Unionist 120, Liberals, 98, 
Laborites 20, Nationalists 28, ‘I’otal 
gains; Unionists, 51; Liberals 9, Lab- 
orites 1. The Unionists had decidedly 
the better of the elections held yes- 
terday. Of 44 seats contested they 
won 21, of which 12 wete represented 
by Ministerialists in the last parlia- 
ment. ‘The only consolation for ‘the 
Liberals was in Bermondsey division 
of Southwark, where the government 
candidate, H, J. Glanville, recaptured 
the seat, which went over to the 
Unionists in the by-election last No- 
vember] J. Dumphreys, who was elec- 
ted then, had but one opportunity to 
pass the bar of the House. Several of 
the Liberal losses, as on preceding 
days, were caused by three-cornered 
contests, the ‘intervention of a :Labor- 
Socialist candidate precluding the suc- 
cess of the government supporters. 
Fourteen of ‘the London boroughs 
returned eight Liberals and six union-. 
ists as compared with eleven Liber- 
als and three Unionists in the last 
Parliament. 


Unionist Gains, 


Unionist gains include Southwark 
West, Mile Fond division of Tower 
Hamlets, where H. L. W. Lawson, 
manager of the Daily Telegraph, was 
elected; Bow and Bromley, Chelsea, 
one division of Liverpool, Whitehaven, 
Boston, ‘Warwick and Loaming, Kid- 
derminster, Coventry, and two seats in 
Brighton. ‘Most of these, were Un- 
ionist before the great Liberal vic- 
tory of 1906. While there were not 
so many ‘contests yesterday as on Sat- 
urday and Monday there were promin- 
ent pofiticians with fortunes at stake. 
Two of these, Col. J. E. B. Selley, 
under-secretary for the colonics, and 
R. K. Causton, paymaster-general, lost 
their seats for the Abercromby divi- 
sion of Liverpool and Southwark West 
respectively. T’he loss of Col. Selley 
was especially severe for the govern- 
ment, as he has been the spokesman 
in the House of Commons for the Col- 
onial Office, and was onc of the young- 
est men in line for promotion. 


Cabinet Ministers Elected. 


Three members, Winston Churchill, 
president of the Board of Trade; Syd- 
ney Charles Buxton, postmaster-gen- 
eral, and Walter Runciman, president 
of the Board of Education, retained 
their seats; Mr. Churchill, with his 
Labor colleague, A. Wilkie, increasing 
the majority usually given by Dundee 
substantially. Sir W. S. Robson, the 
attorney-general, also holds his old 
seat for South Shields. 

T. P. O'Connor's grip on the Scot- 
land division of Liverpool was proved 
by the increase of 500 which he re- 
ceived over his big majority of four 
years ago. On the other side, among 
the prominent men who go back to 
Westminster are Right ‘Hon. A. Lyt- 
tleton for St. George’s, Hanover Sq., 
John §. Harmon Banner, for the Ev- 
etton division of Liverpool; H. L. 
Lawson, son of Lord Burnham, who 
captured Mile Ind seat, which he 
held before 1906 and which he once 
occupied as.a Liberal; J. K. Foster, 
a4 prominent writer on fiscal questions, 
who won against Silas Hocking, the 
‘Novelist, in Coventry, which was pre- 
viously represented by another literary 
man, A. W. Mason, who retired from 
parliament at the beginning of the 
Year, 


The General Trend. 

With the exception of the north of 
England, Scotland and the big manu- 
facturing towns, the result at the polls 
shows a steady trend towards the fis- 
cal policy of the Unionists, but poli- 
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be insufficient to overcome the big 
Liberal majority obtained in 1906. Of 
course there are many side issues, such 
as a weakened navy, which have in- 
fluenced voters, particularly at naval 
ports and in the English counties 
where landlords have a great inflt- 
ence, more Unionist gains may be 
expected. There will have to be a 
big turnover, however, before the gov- 
ernment is put out. The Conservative 
estimate now places the Liberal ma- 
jority over the Unionists at between 
80 and 90. This with a compact party 
would be a working majority, but 
with unreliable Laborites, backed up 
by the Irish when it suited them, the 
government would have to go warily 
to avoid ‘pitfalls.

Premier Rutherford Makes Important 
Statement—Mr. Marshall and the

The enthusiasm which has attended 
farmers’ conventions throughout 
Western Canada during the past year 
was abundantly displayed at the con- 
vention of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta, which opened in Mechanics’ 
Hall at ten o'clock this morning. 

When the meeting was called to or- 
der there were present a total of 166 
delegates from all parts of the pro- 
vince, with more to arrive on this af- 
ternoon’s train. Jas. Bower, presi- 
dent of the organization, occupied the 
chair, and grouped on the platform 
were Premier Rutherford, Hon. Dun- 
can Marshall, Minister of Agriculture, 
Geo, Harcourt, deputy Minister, J. R. 
Boyle, M.P.P. for Sturgeon, ‘Chas. 
Stewart, M.P.P. for Sedgewick, \W. F. 


Stevens, Live Stock Commissioner, 


Rice Sheppard, vice-president, E. J. 
Fream, secretary, J. A. Crerar, presi- 
dent of the Grain Growers’ Grain Co., 
G. F. Chipman, assistant editor of the 
Grain Growers’ Guide, and the direc- 
tors of the Alberta Farmers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Ald. Geo. Armstrong, acting mayor, 
welcomed the delegates on behalf of 
the city of Edmonton.’ He gave them 
he freedom of the city, and announced 
that a further expression of welcome 
would be found in the banquet and en- 
tertainment to be given by the city 
to the farmers in the Separate School 
Hall 6n Thursday evening. 

The features of this morning’s ses- 
sion were the addresses given by Pre- 
mier Rutherford and Hon. Duncan 
Marshall on behalf of the government 
of Alberta. Both made very direct 
pertaining to the steps 
which the government has taken in 
the direction of agricultural advance- 
ment in the province and the stand 
which the government will take on 
questions now looming large on the 
provincial horizon. 

The Premier Speaks. 

“The hail insurance scheme on the 
part of the government has met with 
a.deficit last year as in other years,” 
said the premier, “but I am opposed to 
discontinuing the hail insurance busi- 
ness. I think it would be a big mistake 
to let it drop. Statistics regarding it 
are in the hands of the secretary, and 
I hope they will come before the con- 
vention and be discussed.

The 
steamship company which I represent 
is already prepared to handle the grain 
on the Pacific from ‘Vancouver to 
Mexico, where it could be transferred 
to the Atlantic on the railway across 
the Isthmus of Tecuantepec. This 
steamship line is now running a trip 
every month. 

“If Is:can get the endorsation of 
the scheme from the Alberta farmers 
I shall proceed to the old country to 
further arrangements for the carrying 
into effect of the A.B.C. routs which 
was so popular at the grain conference 
in Calgary a year-ago.”

IN THE HOUSE 


Hockey Match not the Only Centre of 
Interest in Ottawa Yesterday 


HOW MR. PATERSON HECKLED 


Major Currie Warned and Minister Asked 
to Withdraw Remarks Regard- 
ing Mr. Borden 


Ottawa, Jan. 19—A storm blew over 
the House of Commons yesterday and 
an ugly scene occurred which threat- 
ened at one stage to develop into 
something ‘more exciting. ‘I'he up- 
shot was that Major Currie of Sim- 
coe was threatened by the Speaker 
with the dire consequences following 
being “named” by the chair, and a 
minister of the Crown, Hon. Wm. 
Paterson, was forced to withdraw cer- 
tain’ objectionable remarks he had 
made concerning Mr. R. L. Borden. 
This is how the trouble arose, 

Mr. Paterson was making his annual 
speech ‘on the budget debate and be- 
ing interrupted. Major Currie asked 
if when Mr. Paterson was dilating 
upon the increased postal revenue the 
minister was taking into account the 
fact that the government had imposed 
a postage rate upon newspapers while 
the old government had transmitted 
them free. Mr. Paterson curtly re- 
plied that he would answer that ques- 
tion when he got through with his 
argument. In the meantime Mr. Pat- 
erson was heckled by Mr. Borden as 
to the minister’s declaration that post- 
age stamps were a tax, but railway 
tickets were not. In an interchange of 
repartee Mr, Paterson lost his temper 
and when Major Currie rose to repeat 
this question at the close of his argu- 


ment the minister told him to sit down. 


Then the speaker urged that without 
Mr. Paterson’s consent no questions 
could be asked or interruptions made. 
Major Currie proceeded to. point out 
that he was only asking questions up- 
on the permission of the minister, 
when Speaker ‘Marcil remarked, “If 
the gentleman proceeds in his course 
I will have to name him.” 

“his is the first time,” said Mr. 
Foster, “we have heard anything 
about naming a member.” 

Mr. Paterson then remarked, “When 
I find the leader of the Opposition

MUCH FOR EDMONTON 


Ottawa Takes the First Stanley Cup Game by 
Eight to Four 


FIRST HALF WAS VERY EVEN 


Robberts was the Bright Star for Ottawa and Winchester, Whitcroft and 


Ross for Our Boys—Earl Grey and Mayor Lee Perform the I 
Opening Ceremony—Not Much Betting 


Special to the Capital. 


Ottawa, Jan. 18—What would have 
happened on hard ice? ‘That was the 
question on everybody's tongue after 
the Stanley Cup match tonight which 
Edmonton lost by a score of 8 to 4. 
The ice at the start ‘of the match was 
in good condition and the Western 
boys showed: wonderful speed and 
were in the lead the greater part of the 
first half. It looked in the early part 
of the game as uf ‘Edmonton would 
pile up a big score, but when the ice 
became sloppy accurate passing in 
which ‘the challengers excelled was 
out of the question. On keen ice 
it would have been the greatest battle 
for tthe cup in years. 

The Edmonton ‘boys are faster than 
Ottawa, but their checking was not 
as good and they did not bore in on 
nets as they should have but tried 
long range shooting wluch was not 
effective. Ottawas used their bodies 
with good effect, while challengers 
trusted to their sticks. [Edmonton lost 
many chances through poor shooting 
and while their individual work was 
brilliant, their team play was at times 
away off color. It was a decidédly 
anxious night for Ottawa and at half 
time it looked like anybody’s game. 
Lake on Ottawa defence got away 
with a lot of tripping. Edmonton in 
centre ice had it on the cup hold- 
ers but Ottawa defence was stronger. 
The general opinion is that Edmon- 
ton may win second game, as cold 
weather is promised, but it is not 
thought that they will win by the nec- 
essary five goals to capture the series. 
Edmonton was given a great recep- 
tion by the crowd. | Hockey experts 
were surprised at the great showing 
the visitors made on soft ice. Offfic- 
ials called Edmonton back thredstimes 
after they scored on off sides. Our 
boys must adopt closer checking in 
nets to win the second game. Game 
was very clean and not a player had 
to retire from his injuries. Whit- 
croft had a severe cramp in his leg, 
but was able to continue. He was the 
fastest man on the ice. Local sports 
won money on doubling score. 

The Play 

The Governor-General of Canada, 
Earl Grey, placed the puck on the 
ice at exactly 8.38, and ‘Mayor ‘Lee as- 
sisted at the face-off. Keen rivalry 
causes a tremendous cheer. Decton 
and Walsh face puck. Walsh gets 
away and rushes in front of Edmonton 
nets, but Field stops and in a brilliant 
dash carries disc to Ottawa nets, near- 
ly scoring. 

In the mix-up Ross sends the puck 
over the railing into the crowd. Boul- 
ton passed to Ross, then to Miller, 
but off side. Roberts shoots into Id- 
monton’s nets, but the referee claimed 
off side. Field from a point in front 
of Edmonton nets carries puck to the 
Ottawa nets failing to score. ‘Clever 
return play by Walsh resulted in the 
first score for Ottawa. Play chiefly 
on the Edmonton nets and Winches- 
ter is proving to be a goaltender of 
calibre. Ridpath of Ottawa, mixed it 
up roughly and got five minutes’ pen- 
alty. Clever passes, by Boultoh and 
Decton enables Ross to score. Miller 
makes a brilliant dash whole length 
of rink and passes to Whitcroft, who 
scores. At this stage the ice is still 
hard and Edmonton seems to have 
it all over Ottawa in skating and stick 
handling ability. Shore of Ottawa se-

Roberts then scored for Ottawa and 
Whitcroft in turn for Edmonton, Win- 
chester works hard and saves many 
goals, Ridpath and Roberts again 
score at half time, Ottawa 5, Edmon- 
ton 4. In the second half the Edmon- 
ton men. were ‘handicapped by the 
soft ice and their effective combination 
play met reverses. 


Second Half 

There will not be standing room at 
game on: Thursday. At 9.50 officials 
call men to centre and both teams re- 
ceive great ovation. Iidmonton takes 
it down but shoots wild. Ottawa at- 
tacks, but is called back, off-side. Ot- 
tawa carries it down and Walsh 
shoots wild. Good deal of tripping 
and play is blocked. Ross has it and 
attacks, but Leseur pushes it aside. 
Face off, Ottawa gets it. Lake to 
Shore to Ridpath, but Whitcroft steals 
it.

conjunction with the university has 
been Jaid on’ the shoulders of Presi- 
dent Tory, the senate and on myself. I 
want to say. that any blame or praise 
in this connection lies with the first 
legislature of the province, which was 
responsible for the vote to acquire 
and make financial provision for a site 
for a university and agricultural col- 
lege. In pursuance to this vote the 
property in Strathcona was purchased. 
This was done before Dr. Tory arrived 
to take charge of the university. 

“The government does not intend to 
confine agricultural. teaching to the 
college. A scheme is being devised to 
introduce agricultural teaching in the 
high schools. The government will 
be pleased to have a committee of this 
association appointed to discuss with 
the government and the senate on the 
university matters relating to agricul- 
tural education.” 

In regard to the pork packing plant 
the premier said that the work rested 
with the new minister of agriculture, 
but that the provincial government 
would keep all its pledges and keep 
faith with the farmers on the packing 
plant question. 

“As for the problem of the grain 
trade, I would suggest that a com- 
mittee of this convention be appointed 
to place before the government a good 
practical scheme for the operation of 
internal elevators and the putting of

The Minister of Agriculture. 
Hon. Duncan Marshall in his speech 
struck straight from the shoulder on 
the question of the government pork 
packing plant.

He 
drew attention to the fact that present 
packing plants are not getting all the 
hogs they want, which went to show 
the difficulty in getting the necessary 
hogs.

Barber Shop Closing 


A communication was read bearing 
the signatures of. twenty barbers of 
the city and requesting that the by- 
law calling for the closing of bar- 
ber shops at 7 o’clock be enforced. It 
was stated that the petitioners repre- 
sented 80 per cent. of those paying 
barber licenses in the city. 

“This is a question more for doc- 
tors and clergymen,” said Ald. Hynd- 
man after the harowing details of a 
barber’s life were read as embodied in 
the petition. The barbers claimed 
that they were becoming — “mere 
wrecks of their former selves” by 
treason of their long hours and the 
infectious diseases with which they 
came in contact. ‘he council de- 
cided that a 7 o’clock closing bylaw 
could be enforced and that the city 
solicitor should draft one to meet the 
needs of the case. 

Dr. Whitelaw, medical health officer, 
spoke to this question, pointing out 
that barber shops should be inspected 
and some precaution. taken to prevent 
the spreading of disease such as bar- 
bers’ itch. He said he had ideas which 
he hoped to include in the general 
health bylaw, which is to be presented 
to the council.

The recommendation of the Public 
Library board that the city purchase 
the corner property on Howard and 
Rice street for a library. site. was ac- 
cepted, and the city solicitor was re- 
quested to bring down the necessary 
bylaw at once so that: the matter 
might be voted on without delay.

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The Value of Heredity in 
: : Breeding 


Some Valuable and Interesting Facts Brought Out in

With the object of showing tha: 
the scientific study of heredity has 
made such advances that the experi- 
meutal breeder is now in possession of 
definite methods for attacking prac- 
tical problems awith a reasonable hope 
of success, and that the time is ripe 
for the practical man -to state definite- 
ly from the fulness of his experience 
along what lines improvements in 
farm animals are most needed, Prof. 
T. B. Wood, professor of agriculture 
in the University of Cambridge, deliv- 
ered an extremely interesting and in- 
structive address at a meeting of mem- 
bers of the Farmers’ Club held inthe 
Whitehall rooms of the Hotel Metro- 
pole jn London recently. 

Dealing with the subject under the 
two heads of selection and hybridiza- 
tion, he first recalled the results which 
have been obtained in the breeding of 
poultry according to the laws of Men- 
del, and afterwards referred to the 
establishment by his colleague Prof. 
Biffen, of new varieties of wheat com- 
bining British cropping power with 
Canadian baking strength and British 
vigor with freedom from rust by cross- 
ing such well known home-grown va- 
ricties as Square’ Head's Master, Bro- 
wick Stand Up, and the like with the 
strong floured Red Fife from Canada 
and the rust-proof Amenican Club. 


New Varieties. 

He rejoiced that the tests carried 
out in several districis with the seed 
of the new varieties sent out last year 
had given every indication of being 
of the greatest value, and that appar- 
ently it only remained now to cross 
the two new varieties in order ‘to ob- 
tain a wheat approaching the ideal. 
Describing an experiment made by 
himself in the crossing of Dorset and 
Suffolk sheep Professor Wood showed 
that such characters as horns and face 
color in sheep are inherited on Men- 
delian lines, and that by working “on 
these lines the Dorset white face can 
be transferred to the Suffolk, and that 
in the second generation pure breeding 
animals possessing characters inher- 
fited from each parent can be picked 


out, 


Very little experimental breeding on 


-these lines had been carried out, he 


ssaid, with farm animals, but fortuna- 
tely comple:e, records of pedigrees 
were kep? in the books of the various 
breed societies by reference to which 
it was sometimes possible to follow 
out the inheritance of certain charact- 
ers. Thus, Hurst, from a study of 
Weatherby's stud book found out that 
out of 1104 foals by chestnut stallions 
out of chestnut mares, 1005 were 
chestnut. Discounting the possibility 
of one mistaken entry in 100, he con- 
eluded that chestnut by chestnut al- 


ways produced chestnut. He also 


found that many bay) stallions, for | 


instance St. Simon, St. Serf, Galopin 
Ladas, Merry Hampton and Cabin 
Boy, when mated with chestnut mares 
always produce bay foals. 

He traced in the stud book 370 
foals by these six 
chestnut mares, and all were bay in 


color, From this he concluded that} 


the bay color was dominant over 
chestnut, which was recessive. If this 
conclusion was correct many bay stal- 


lions should be mongrel as regards | 


color, those in fact which had both 
chestnut and bay in their near an- 
cestry. This could be readily tested 


by tracing their progeny when mated | 


with chestnut mares. Hurst found 
that the twelve bay stallions, Roya 
Hampton, Donovan, Si.

All the evidence obtained so far 
went to show that Mendel’s laws hold 
for horses, sheep, cattle and pigs, at

least so far as such obvious characters 
as horns and color were concerned. 
At present no investigations into the 
inheritance of other characters ‘had 
been made so it was impossible to 
say whether their inheritance was 
Mendelian or not, All that could be 
said with regard to inheritance in farm 
animals was that for all the charac- 
ters of which ‘inheritance had been 
investigated, Mendel’s laws ‘hold and 
there was therefore every reason to 
expect that they would hold for other 
characters. It had been demonstrated 
how characters inherited in accord- 
‘nce with Mendel’s laws could be 
transferred by hybridization from one 
variety to another, until a variety was 


built up in which were combined the, 


good characters of a number of sepa- 
rate varieties. 

In piants this was already well on 
the way. In animals 'the process must 
be slower, more troublesome, and 
above all, more costly but the results 
would be of the greatest possible 
value. Recognizing all the difficulties 
and disappointments in store for any- 
one taking up such work, he did not 
recommend Mendelian breeding to the 
practical agriculturist. It was rather 
for the scientific investigator first to 
try and obtain news breeds which the 
farmer might find useful, and then 
the practical breeder should come in, 
taking up the new breeds in the 
rough as it were, and breeding them 
up by selection until they approached 
his ideal. 

Mr. J. B. Bowen-Jones, in opening 
the discussion, which followed, said 
that the scientific investigations of 
Professor Biflin in correction with 
the hybridization of wheat had un- 
doubtedly paved the way for radical 
improvement in our crops. If Profes- 
sor Wood could show that by the hy- 
bridization of animals on similar lines 
it owas possible to produce mutations 
which breed true to type, and that in 
this way all the finest qualities of 
meat, milk, early maturity, and so on 
could be combined in our flocks, and 
herds, the names of those two gentle- 
men would be handed down to pos- 
terity as being among the greatest 
benefactors of their time. 

Mr. Cary.Coles and other speakers

Beginning to Emzige from a 


Cloud 
IN FORT WILLIAM. WRECK 


Typhoid Followed Injuries—Worked as 


Painter ingRegina—Hands Remem- 


bered but Brain Forgot 


There is a man tn the city today 
whose memory is just emerging from 
beneath a cloud which has obscured it 
for 21 years. As returning conscious- 

ness allows his mental faculties to 
pick up the scattered threads of the 
past the fingers of his brain are weav- 


ing strands to bridge the gap between 


the long ago and the present. A part 
of his mind has been dormant; it is 


slowly waking to a new lease of life. 
This man is Archibald McLean, who 
left the town of Perth, Ont., to seek 


his fortune in the west thirty years} 


ago. 
Dropped from Family’s Sight 

In 1888 his mother wrote to ‘him at 
Fort William telling him of the death 
of his father. ‘To her surprise no an- 
swer came, and from that time Archi- 
bald McLean dropped out of the sight 
of his family as completely as though 
the had been swallowed alive. Years 
passed; the other members of the fam- 
ily married and moved away, and with 
the progress of time the name of the 
missing man became only a memory. 

Two weeks ago his sister, the wife 
of the Rev. Daniel Scott, Pense, Sask., 
was walking down a street in Regina 
when she noticed a sign, “Archibald 
MoLean, painter.” Instantly there rose 
in her mind the face of her long- 
lost brother and she entered the shop. 
A strange young man with grey hair 
came to meet her. As she looked 
at him with half affectionate curiosity 
this new person began to fuse gradu- 
ally with the brother who had dis- 
appeared thirty years ago. She be- 
gan to question him, but was disap- 
pointed by the vagueness of the an- 
swers received. 

Injured in Train Wreck 

In 1888 McLean was injured in a 
train wreck near Fort William in 
which several people lost their lives, 
After recovering from his injunies and 
a severe attack of typhoid fever he left 
the hospital and was horrified to find 
that his mind was a perfect blank. <A 
piece of bone pressing in upon the 
brain cavity had bruised some of the 
sensitive cells so that they refused to 
perform their important office. He 
remembered only his name and that he 
was a painter by’trade. His educa- 
tion had taken wings, and he found 
himself unable to read or write. After 
taking a course ‘at: night school he 
overcame this handicap. 

From Fort William he drifted west 
and ‘visited many places, hoping that 
the lost faculty would be restored by 
accidentally’ running- into familiar 
scenes. Finally, he settled in Regina 
and went into the business of painting 
and decorating with such success that 
he built up a trade of his own and 
was also employed by the government. 
His hands remembered, although his 
brain forgot. 

Dim Recollections 

Mrs. Scott, after skilfully referring 
to some ‘of the more outstanding 
events of his ezrlier life, found that 
he remembercd something about the 
location of his father’s house in Perth 
and the name of one man, Encourag- 
ed by this clue she wrote to the other 
members of the family: Mrs. G. G. 
Pudlow, Kingston; ‘Mrs. A. J. McKin- 
non, Toronto; Mr. Walter McLean, 
Toronto; and Mr. Robert McLean, 
Perth. After some correspondence 
it was decided that the lost brother 
had been found. 

His mother is 84 vears of age, 
and, strange to say, has been living 
with her daughter Mrs. Scott, only 
four miles from’ Regina. <As a result 
of a lingering illness the aged woman 
has been in a semi-couscious condition 
for nearly three years. The son was 
taken out to his mother’s bedside, and 
in a momenz he recognized her. B.it 
this time the mother’s ntemory failed 
and she jochked at him as if he were 
a stranger. After a number of visits, 
however, on a day when she was par- 
ticularly bright, she suddenly knew 
him and called him by name. 

Memory. Coming. Back 

Since his arrival among his relatives 
memory is slowly returning to Archi- 
bald McLean, and every day he wak- 
ens to another piece of a new. world. 
But a great part of the past is still a 
haze and the doctors want to keep it 
so, at least, for the present. They 
have forbidden him to visit his old 
home in Perth lest the rush of recol- 
lections prove too much for his health. 
Today he is leaving the home of his 
niece, Mrs. H. L. Shepherd, 75 Bis- 
marck avenue, Toronto, and is going 


to Kingston, .to visit his sister, Mrs. 
Publow. t 

The long silence in Mr.: McLean's 
life was lightened by the usual gleam 
of romance, and he married in due 
course. ‘His wife and two children 
are overjoyed to find his memory re- 
turning. Although he is 58 years of 
age he looks much younger. His hair 
which in his youth was black and 
curly, has become straight. and very 
grey, forming a peculiar contrast with 
his youthful face—Toronto Star.

THE CITY'S HEALTH SITUA- 
TION 


Edmonton, Jan. 21, 1910. 
Editor Daily Capital: 
Dear Sir:— ! 

I read with a great deal of interest 
the report of the Alberta Medical 
Association meeting in their invesi- 
gation of the sanitary conditions of 
the city in relation to the elimination 
of typhoid and other infectious dis- 
eases. ‘This report is very significant 
as to the present unhygienic condi- 
tions of the city. 

The establishment of a board of 
health is a splendid move in the right 
direction. 

It seems to me, however, that the 
recommendation of pits for outdoor 
privies is a grave mistake, as the 
polluted ground round the pits from 
which poisonous gases are given off, 
would be a great breeder of dseases. 
A great deal of discussion has taken 
place among the authorities and sani- 
tary engineers as to the present sys- 
tem of ventilating sewers and much 


time and money has been spert in all 


countries in experimenting with vari- 
ous systems to keep the atmosphere 
pure in this city. However no sys- 
tem thas yet, been tried to prevent 
the deadly gases from the sewers dis- 
charging into the air we breathe. 
The present systems obtaining [n 
this city for ventilating ‘drains con- 
sists of an iron soil pipe carried 
through the lowest part of the roof. 
This pipe, which is open at the top 
is the one into which the shouse fit- 
tings discharge and although from 
the open top of this pipe obnoxious 
and germ breeding smells are con- 
stantly carried into the air, yet they 
are often fixed in close proximity 
to. windows or low roofs and much 


a 


of the sickness we have is the result. 
These gases are also blown into the 
street from the catch pipes creating 
an ideal condition for the spread of 
typhoid and other disease yerms. 
This condtion must lower the vital- 
ity of the individual and render him 
more susceptible to attack from dis- 
ease. 
The establishment of an active 
soard of Health could prevent nine- 
ty per cent of the contagious disease in 
this city, so let it soon come.

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STRANGE CASE 


DUTCH HENRY 


The Outlaw Who was Shot by the 
Mounted Police the Other Day 


WAS KILLED ONCE BEFORE 


According to Decision in Murder Trial and 
Alex Mackenzie is Now Serving 
Life Sentence as His Mur- 


“derer 


S:. Paul, Minn., Jan. 18—Formal 
demand has been made by the Do- 
minion of Canada.upon Governor Eb- 
erhart for the release of a prisoner 
serving a life term in the state prison 
at Stillwater for murder. 

The demand was transmitted by 
Gov. Dan A. McKinnon, of Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Canada. It was based on 
the assertion that the alleged vic- 
tim of the murder five years ago, 
was killed on Monday by the North- 
west Mounted Police in the province 
of Saskatchewan. 

Henry Stewart, alias “Dutch Henry,’ 
who for twenty years had been a no- 
torious northwestern desperado, is 
the man who fell before he bullets 
of the Mounted Police o of the 
Dominion. 

Alexander McKenzie, 26 years old, 
3 the prisoner at Stillwater. He was 
sentenced on circumstantial evidence. 
Isolated in the life sentence division az 
Stillwater, he has not been informed 
of the new developments in his case 
and has no inkling of the efforts being 
made in his behalf which probably will 
end in his release. 

Father is Rushing for Proofs 

Daniel McKenzie, aged father of the 
convict, and one time provincial dele- 
gate of Canada, whose home is now in 
East Boston is on his way to Winni- 
peg 2:0 obtain from the Northwest 
Mounted police unquestionable proofs 
of the slain man’s identity, for presen- 
tation to the Minaesota_ authorities. 

Gov. Eberhart commenced an in- 
vestigation tonight, and an exercise 
of executive clemency is expected 
when the elder McKenzie comes to 
St. Paul. 

Alexander McKenzie was sentenced 
from Roseau county in August, 1906, 
for murder in the first degree. In 
January of the year before the body 
of a murdered man was uncovered in 
a shallow grave near Rollis, Roseau 
county. The man was believed to be 
that of Dutch Heary, although it 
showed signs of greater age. The 
body, however, was badly decomposed 
and the seeming discrepancies thus 
were accounted for. 

McKenzie was arrested three 
months later at Ardoch, North Da- 
kota. He protested his innocence and 
came to Minnesota without requisi- 
tion. 

He said he had known Duich ‘Henry 
for three years having met him in 
Montana. He said the outlaw had 
asked to meet him near Rollis and ac- 
counted in this way for his presence 
in the vicinity where the alleged mur- 
der was committed. 

Once was Near Pardon 

Following his conviction three years 
ago, he made application for pardon 
and obiained recommendations from 
Judge Grindeland, who sentenced him, 
as well as from members of the jury. 
The late Gov. John A. Johnson even 
recommended action in his behali. 
When the pardon seemed imminent a 
letter was received from County At- 
torney S. M. Stebbins, of Roceau 
county, the prosecutor who “convict- 
ed him that three years was 2 ridicu- 
lously inadequate sentence fox the 
crime. 

Since that time no applications for 
pardon has been made fo rthe young 
man, but the Canadian government 
made repeated representations that 
Dutch Henry was still living and mys- 
tifying the northwest mounted police 
by his thieving among cattle herds 
along the Saskatchewan, Alberta, and 
Montana border, and that the impris- 
onment of the Canadian was an in- 
justice. 

ast July J. N. Rutter, deputy sher- 
iff of Valley county, Mont. where 
both McKenzie and Dutch Henry were 
well known, submitted the affidavits of 
two persons that they had seen and 
talked with Dutch Henry. Four 
months after McKenzie entered the 
Minnesota prison, the governor of 
Montana offered a $500 reward for the 
capture of Dutch Henry alive or dead.
